In  exceptional  cases, 
where  tlie  whole  cost  of  the  improve 
meat  would  Ik*  greater  than  the  prop¬ 
erty  could  bear,  the  township-at  large 
can  well  affl-rd  to  bear  *>  part  of  the 
burden.  I 

A  difficulty  is  likely  to  be  found  iu 
the  way  of  buildpig  sewers.  No 
authority  exists  to  empty  sewage  into 
nmning  streafns,  and  no  artificial 
means  exists  of  reaching  tide-water 
through  the  neighboring  townships.
